The presisions of the Dritish treaty with China
are of the greater interest because they must be
considered a sort of supplement to our treaty, by
virtue of the provisionin it under which we are to
stand on the same level with the most favored na-
tion. An abstract of the English treaty has at last
been published, but, as to several of the most in-
teresting and important srtieles, the amount of in-
formation which this abstract conveys is very lim-
ited. 'We merely learn from it the subject matter
of the articles—the precise stipulations entered
into, upon which, practieally speaking, everything
must depend, do not sppesr.  Thus, the third arti-

cle i# stated in the abstract to contain provisions |

for the permanent establishment of a British Min-
ister, bis+ family and suite at Pekin, and the
forms to be observed in his communiestions
with the Imperial Government. Dut what these
provisions are or what those forms are, precisely
the matters upon which the whole practieal value
of this prosision must depend, we are oot informed,
By the 15th artiele, it is provided that all eivil con-
troversies arising in China between British subjects
shall foll under the jurisdiction of the British au-
thorities; while by the 16th article the right ja re-
served to the Chinese of arresting and punishing
Chimese subjects eharged with criminal nets against
the British, What the provision is for the case, anl
a very important one too, of eriminal aets committed
by British suljects sgninst Chinese dows not ap-
pesr. It is possible that the 17th  article
relates  to  this  subject, but the abstract
given of its contents does not  convey any
preciee information. It is to be noted that, of
the fifty-six articles contained in the treaty, by far
the Isrger part relate to the mern details of trade,
The principal articles, of & more geueral character,
are: 1, Those in relation to an exchange of em-
bassadors; 2. The provision for the tolerance of
the Christian religion, both Catholie and Protes-
tant; 3. The privilege to British subjects of travel-
ing in the interior, under passports to be granted
by the Consuls and countersigned by the local au-
thorities; 4. The right of residence and of
purchasing landed property at the open ports: 5.
The right, without any restrietion, of employing
Chineze suljects in any lawful businesss aud, 6,
The opening of certsin new ports, and eqm':h!ly
of the river Yang-tse, Thia latter eonces-
sicn doea not, however, ns yet amount to
wueh, re its going into effect is postponed (with
the exeeption of the single port of Chin-kisug,
which is to be opened within & year), till after
the rebels are expelled from the holds which they
now possess on that river, 1t is also specinlly pro-
vided that no passports shall bo granted for travel-
ing to Nankin, or any other city in the hauda of
the rebels. The prineipal provisions in the treaty
for the benefit of the Chinese are: 1, The prohibi-
tion to Dritish vessels—exenpt ships of war, which
sre to have free entrance everswhere—to enter
any Chinese port other than thoae deelared open,
unless driven in by stress of weather, an accident,
we spprehend, which may be likely to oceur pretty
often; and 2, Authority to the Chinese to mske
what regulations they please to prevent smuggling,
sild to confiseate Al vessels which may violate
those regulatious, or may unlawfully eater any
Chinese port.

Both partics stipulste to give up abseonding
criminals, and to compel, so far as possible, ab-
seonding or other delinquent debtors to pay their
debts, Provision is also made for joint measures
for the suppression of piracy, We ought to have
enumerated, perhaps, amoug the articles not
specially relating to trade, the provision that
official communications shall henceforth  be
made on the part of the British, in the
English langusge, accompanied for the pres.

Thirty years ago, Pierpont’s First Class Dook
was the best Reader used in the publie schools of
New-England.  We are not ready to assert wholly
and unqualifiedly that s Reader should be changnd
to sccord with eotemporary rhetorical taste. We |
should not, of course, think of compolling the
clusses of 1555 to read Lydgate or Chaucer, or
any other suthor dependent upon a glossary. But
Pierpont was seversl ecutaries from being obso-
tete, Hisselections were not merely marked by
the purest taste, but they had the advantage of
appesling to the instant interest of pupils.  Tutelli-
gent and cultivated men, who read the book with
rapture in scliool, aud who derived from it style,
thought, tnste and sentiment, preserved  their
copies affectionately in advanced years, and never
forgot the volume which Lod so pleasantly and
profitably guided them. It would not be safe to
sny that this was merely the partinlity of associa-
tion, The mentsl discipline of the work was too
vigorous to permit such & theory, The book
belped its readers to think as well as o read;
mature  nequisition  confirmed  the  judgment
